Madison—The powerful Wiscon- 


sin County Boards association to- 
day blasted the LaFollette admin- 
istration's recently announced in- 
tention to inaugurate a broad liber- 
alization of pension payments with 
the flat statement that the addi- 
ional expense of $2,300,000 which it 
will entail for county governments 
is impossible.. 


In personal letters to more than 


40,000 Wisconsin 
old age pension 


beneficiaries, Governor LaFollette 
a few days ago revealed that the 


/ state pension board has approved 
'new regulations which will require 
counties to disburse pensions on a 
$30 basis. The letters reached the 
pensioners before the official deci- 
sion was announced by the state 
board to the county pension depart- 
ments. 


Result of the action, it was esti- 


mated, will be to increase the aver- 
sge old-age pension check in Wis- 
consin by about $5. 


The liberalization of payments 


also applied to other social security 
payments, including aid to depen- 
dent children, and aid to the needy 
blind. 


"Asks Impossible- 


Citing the pension department's 


own official preliminary estimates 
on the cost implications of the deci- 
sion, A. J. Thelen, secretary of the 
county boards organization, today 
sadi it will mean an unbearable in- 
crease in the budgets which county 
boards will have to prepare next 
month, and added that the "state 
pension board asks the impossible." 


In many counties, according to

mates, the total county share of so- 
cial security benefits will mount 
from one fourth to one third.

Three Alternatives 


If the state administration per- 


sists in its intention to carry out in- 
creased pension payments, Thelen 
said, it must inevitably result in 
one of three alternative courses. 


These, he said, were: 
1. Establishment of a state "free 


fund" to carry those counties who 
cannot meet the new pension bur- 
den financially. 


2. State absorption of a greater 


percentage of the cost of social se- 
curity aids. 


3. State acceptance of the entire 


social security program with oper- 
ation and financing entirely inde- 
pendent of the counties. 


In its acid comments on the new 
state pension policy the 
county 


boards association said the "timing 
of the announcement of the change 
of policy was unfortunate. Certain- 
ly the pension board must 
have 


known that 42 counties have reach- 
ed the limit of their taxing power. 
And the board must have realized 
that legislative action such as sug- 
gested would be necessary to carry 
on the recommended program. Why

Show "Seriousness". 


To show the "seriousness'" of the 


new policy, the association

pensions during the present year, 
with the necessary costs under the 
liberalized pension policv for 
1939 year.

Washington—!?>—The administra- 


tion's revised defense program, in- 
formed officials said today, is ex- 
pected to tie in closely with

business recovery efforts. 


The double-barrelled program al- 


ready is taking shape around plans 
to stimulate a billion dollars worth 
of construction work -by private 
utilities. This will have the twofold 
objective of- assuring an uninter- 
rupted flow of power to vital de- 
fense centers in time of emergency 
and of pumping new life into the 
heavy industries. 


The power program is one of sev- 


eral phases of national 
defense 


which are being restudied in the 
light of world developments. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt indicated clearly at 
his press conference yesterday that 
proposals for a stronger army, navy 
and air force were being prepared 
for consideration by congress. 


Meanwhile, the president is de- 


laying his budget estimates for the 
next fiscal year until he can deter- 
mine the probable cost of the pro- 
gram. 


Build Generating Plants 


The president said the re-survey 


of the nation's defense needs had 
been in progress for a year, but was 
brought to a head by events of re- 
cent weeks and by the receipt of 
technical information. 


Officials said the power program 


contemplated early construction of 
generating plants and power lines 
involving expenditure of several 
hundred millions of dollars. -Much 
of this money would be spent in the 
heavy industries, which some econ- 
omists regard as the keystone of 
any recovery movement. These in- 
dustries have lagged behind recov- 
ery of other economic groups. 


A detailed survey of power needs 


of the chief manufacturing centers 
is nearing completion. The proposed 
new construction would be design- 
ed primarily to link power lines in

Ontario, announced last night "we 
have by no means exhausted our 
efforts or our facilities" in inquir- 
ing into Mrs. Sidley's death last 
July 6 in the home of W. Perkins 
Bull, Toronto lawyer and histori- 
an. Her death has been ascribed to 
a disease of the spinal column. 


The announcement was made af- 


ter four executors of Mrs. Sidley's 
estate obtained from Justice Mc- 
Tague an order preventing Chief 
Coroner Dr. Smirle Lawson from 
continuing an inquest into the cir- 
cumstances of her death. The court 
upheld . the executors' 
contention 


the attorney general had exceeded 
his authority in ordering the in- 
quest.

"Apparently his lordship has ar- 


rived at his decision largely, if not 
entirely, on technical grounds. It 
may be that our present coroner's 
act. which has existed in substan- 
tially its present form for a great 
many years, is not sufficient or 
broad enough to meet such a situ- 
ation.

INQUIRIES 


In days of yore Mr. Cashman's search- 


ing questions often formed 
the sharp 


spearhead of the Progressive campaign at- 
tack hereabouts.

native boy pedals unconcernedly by on a bicy- 
cle, two chickens perched peacefully on the 
handlebars. Shoes arc cheap here. It has some- 
thing to do with last year's surplus stocks. The 
Caribbean lobster which appears, on most 
menus in San Juan eating places is not so tasty 
as lobster taken from colder waters. The meat 
is mushy. 


Green olives are the size of peanuts, but they 


serve plenty of them if you care to spend the 
time necessary to gnawing off the meat. The 
beaches are inviting, but Americans do their 
bathing in unruffled pools, mindful of man- 
eating sharks and barracudas (but many of the 
natives don't seem to mind). There has only 
been one case of armed holdup in Purcto Rico 
in its history. Kidnaping is unheard of; there 
is no chance for a kidnaper to get off the island 
undetected. 


Talk of beef being too dear is a lot of hooey;

Natural to 
Go Out After 
Extra Tricks 


BY ELY CULBERTSON 


It is axiomatic, of course, that a 


declarer's first consideration is the 
safety of his contract. But after a 
survey of resources has shown -that 
the contract itself is virtually "on 
ice," it is only logical that declarer 
shoul^' go out after extra tricks. 
Note the simple technique of South 
in the following hand, culled from 
a recent duplicate:

South properly started 
with a 


spade bid in order to be able to 
show his other suits in natural or- 
der. 
North, with three kings and 


a doubleton diamond, chose a single 
raise as being slightly more encour- 
aging than a no trump take-out. 
South recognized that this raise did 
not guarantee four trumps, hence 
explored the heart situation. When 
North was able to raise the hearts 
to four. South knew he had found 
the proper spot. 


West opened the club king and 


continued with the ace, declarer 
ruffing the second lead. A count of 
probable winners lined up as fol- 
lows: 
South could ruff another 


club and- then could cash the ace 
and queen of heart*, thus getting in 
all four of his own trumps. 
He 


could count on dummy's heart kins 
and two other kings, which would 
raise the total to seven. His own 
ace of spades and ace-queen of dia- 
monds would be the 
fulfilling 


tricks. 


South saw that he might make at 


j least one extra trick by ruffing, not 
two, but three, clubs, thus reducing 
himself to one high trump. But this 
line probably would force South to 
concede a trick to the heart jack. 
Henc? he adopted what might be 
called a semi-dummy reversal plan. 
After ruffing the second club lead, 
he entered dummy with the dia- 
mond king and ruffed a third club 
with the eight of hearts. He then 
cashed the ace and queen of hearts 
and the ace of spades. Dummy was 
entered with a spade to thp king, 
and the heart king w?s cashed, 
dropping East's jack. 
South dis- 


carded a spade on this trick and 
then led dummy's ten of hearts, dis- 
carding his own last spade. 
East 


had no difficulty in discarding to 
this trick. He let go a low spade. 
But whpn it became West's turn, 
he found himself squeezed. Having 
to reduce to three cards, he had to 
let go a diamond from the 10, 6. 5, 
or had to disgorge his high club. 
The latter discard would establish 
dummy's club jack, hence he let 
go the five of diamonds. This, how- 
ever, suited declarer perfectly. He 
led dummy's remaining diamond to 
his own ace and cashed the queen, 
drooping West's ten and East's jack, 
and established the diamond seven 
for the twelfth trick. 


Always beat rather than stir your

Much of Young Children

To hear some grown up people talking to or about children, one would 


think they were perfect, one hundred percent angels in whom there is 
no flaw, no earthly failing. Yet each of them, if accused, would at once 
deny any such feeling. "Of course, he's not perfect. Nobody is. Still, and 
all. can't he do what is right?" 


If he knew what was right, and if he had the ability to do it, he would 


need no hint, much less an order, to compel him to do it. Children, and 
all other human beings want to do right, long to succeed, yearn to win 
praise and applause. When they fail they suffer, and it is the pain of 
failure that drives them to do strange and awful things at times. Any 
grown person understands this. And yet this grown person will hold up 
to a struggling child the lofty standard of unattainable perfection and 
make him feel himself a failure because he has not reached it. 


Pride and affection cause this sort of mistake. The grown one wants 


the growing one to get the best possible out of life. Knowing that suc- 
cess is the utmost happiness a human being can achieve he will push the 
child to perfect success in all he undertakes. 


Success like that is seldom achieved. The most we can expect is a> 


noble effort and a partial success. 
That is about the best the best man 
can achieve. Knowing that, and 
knowing the pain that a sense of 
failure inflicts upon a child, why 
not allow him his partial success, 
won after great effort? Why not ac- 
cept it- and say, "Well done"?
